Anti-Soviet 
Campaign 
Is Protested 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


Union lodged a protest with the 
U.S. 
Embassy today charging 


that "an unbridled anti-Soviet 
campaign is being conducted in 
the United States for some time 
now by Zionist organizations." 


"The 
government 
of 
the 


U.S.S.R. insists resolutely that 
the government of the United 
States should take all the neces- 
sary measures to cut short the 
dangerous actions of the Zionist 
extremists, which arouse the le- 
gitimate indignation of the So- 
viet public," the note said. 


The protest said the campaign 


is accompanied by threats and 
provocations against institutions 
and representatives of the So- 
viet Union in the United States. 


"Particularly active is the so- 


called 'Jewish Defense League,' 
whose provocative sorties cre- 
ate obstacles to the discharge of 
official functions by Institutions 
of the U.S.S.R. in the United 
States and endanger the person- 
al security of Soviet diplomatic 
and other representatives. 


"The government of the Unit- 


ed States must realize that the 
actual inaction of the American 
authorities in respect to the pro- 
vocations of the Zionist extrem- 
ists can only contribute to the 
campaign, hostile to the Soviet 
Union," the note went on, "and 
have unfavorable consequences 
for the relations between our 
two states ..." 


The note said the U.S. govern- 


ment had made assurances that 
appropriate measures would be 
taken to deal with "the provoca- 
tive actions of the Zionists." 


"However, contrary to these 


assurances, the situation has 
not changed to this. day, ^ from '„ 
which 'it-follows.

as the coffin draped in the red, 
white and black colors of Egypt 
was placed aboard a caisson to 
be drawn through the streets of 
the capital. 


Acting President Anwar Sadat 


also broke down in tears as he 
led a file of dignitaries past the 
flag-draped coffin. 


A Cairo Radio announcer in- 


terrupted his account of the 
scene and wept: "We have no 
one but you, 0 Gamal, why are 
you leaving us, where are you 
going? The whole Arab nation 
calls out for you." 


Crowds waved countless pic- 


tures of their fallen leader and 
chanted: "Nasser, Nasser, you 
cannot die."

(AP) - President Nixon talked 
for two hours today with Presi- 
dent Tito on world problems, 
then headed for Zagreb. 


The Yugoslav leader left the 


airport about 20 minutes before 
Nixon in a separate plane so he 
could be on hand to greet the 
American President in the Croa- 
tian capital. A visit to Tito's na- 
tive village of Kumrovec is then 
on the schedule. 


There 
was 
no 
indication 


immediately what trend the 
Nixon-Tito conversations in the 
federal executive council .build- 
ing took, but undoubtedly they 
covered the difficult situation in 
the Middle East. 


Tito may not make the 28-mile 


trip to Kumrovec but was ex- 
pected to return to Belgrade 
with Nixon aboard the Presi- 
dent's plane. 


Nixon arrived at Tito's office 


half an hour behind schedule. 
By prearrangement with the 
Yugoslav leader, he had stopped 
en route to meet with Dragoslav 
Markovic, president of Serbia, 
largest of the country's six re- 
publics. 


After spending about 15 min- 


utes in the downtown Serbian 
Council Building—and receiving 
from Markovic a bronze sculp- 
ture 
entitled 
"Mother 
and 


Child" for the White House col- 
lection, Nixon went to the Fed- 
eral Executive Council Building 
for his meeting with Tito. 


For several downtown blocks, 


crowds were almost as large as 
when the President arrived in 
.Belgrade Wednesday. 


At one intersection, 'Nixon fol- 


lowed his practice of stopping 
and plunging into the crowd for 
handshakes and greetings. 


The first day of the visit was 


climaxed Wednesday night with 
a state dinner given at the 
White Palace by Tito and his 
wife. A power failure doused the 
lights briefly and forced the Ti- 
tos and their guests to use can- 
dlelight. 


Nixon gave an address urging 


all nations to respect the rights 
of others. 


"Long ago Yugoslavia chose 


the path of nonalignment, and 
for more than two decades Yu- 
goslavia and Marshal Tito per- 
sonally have played major roles 
in the nonaligned movement 
throughout the world," he said. 
"We in the United States re- 
spect that position. 


"But the great question today 


is not whether a nation is 
aligned 
or 
nonaligned 
but 


whether it respects the rights of 
others to choose their own 
paths, and Yugoslavia, by its 
example, has given heart to 
those who would choose their 
own paths."

NO increase Hospital Auxiliary 
in World 
Fish Output 


ROME AP) — For the first 


time in 12 years, there was no 
increase in the combined output 
of the world's farms and fisher- 
ies in 1969 while population con- 
tinued to soar. 


This standstill in over-all food 


production was due largely to 
reduced output in the developed 
countries 
"where 
surpluses 


rather than shortages are the 
problem," the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organization—FAO 
reported Thursday. 


In terms of food per person, 


this meant less to eat in almost 
all of the underdeveloped re- 
gions of the world, where popu- 
lation is shooting up by 2.7 per 
cent a year. 


FAO's annual survey of the 


state of food and agriculture 
compared virtual stagnation of 
over-all world food production 
in 1969 to an increase of 4 per 
cent in 1968 and a 10-year aver- 
age increase of almost 3 per 
cent. 


Agriculture proper showed a 


very small gain in production 
last year, but fisheries output 
fell 3 per cent, FAO reported. 


It was the first time since 1950 


that world fish production suf- 
fered a setback. Output was 
down only 1 per cent in the de- 
veloped countrues but dropped 
by 5 per cent in under developed 
countries where it was needed 
most. 


FAO reported that the situa- 


tion was brightest in the Far 
East where the food problem in 
the past has been most serious. 


A 4 per cent increase in food 


production among the underde- 
veloped nations there was still 7 
per cent below the 1968 gain, but 
exceeded the 10 year rate of 2.6 
per cent. 


Those figures exclude Com- 


munist China, on which no sta- 
tistics were available, and Ja- 
pan, which is considered a de- 
veloped nation.

1965 and May 1970, said Dr. 
Louis Bush, a general practi- 
tioner from Baldwin, N.Y., who 
is chairman of the academy's 
cancer committee. 


He reported his findings Tues- 


day to the annual convention of 
the academy, which is in the 
process of changing its name to 
the American Academy of Fam- 
ily Physicians. 


Bush said cancer of the cer- 


vix, or neck of the womb, is the 
second leading cause of cancer- 
ous death among 
American 


women. Detected early, cervical 
cancer can be controlled in 
many cases, but because of tar- 
dy diagnosis some 10,000 will die 
from it this year, he said. 


The tool of the five-year cam- 


paign was the Pap test, in which 
a smear is taken from the cer- 
vix, and a stain and microscopic 
examination discloses 
abnor- 


malities in cells. A biopsy of ac- 
tual tissue then can confirm 
whether cancer is present. 


Until recently, Bush reported, 


many family doctors and far 
more of their patients remained 
unconvinced that this quick and 
simple procedure was reliable. 
The five-year project clearly es- 
tablishes the Pap test as a reli- 
able tool of cancer control, he 
said.

Single Blood Pressure 


iV/L

Q—My blood pressure var- 


ies all over the map. My 
doctor says the reason for 
the variation is emotional. Is 
it possible that I am upset 
emotionally subconsciously? 
I'm not "mad" at anyone, 
hate no one, am not overly 
excitable, not nervous, not 
"afraid" of a heart problem. 


A—It helps to understand 


what determines the level of 
blood pressure. The pressure 
in the arteries is dependent 
upon two factors, how much 
blood the heart pumps into 
the arteries each minute and 
the capacity of the arterial 
tree or artery network re- 
ceiving 
the blood. If the 


arterial network remains the 
same size, like a plumbing 
system of pipes, the pres- 
sure will rise whenever the 
heart pumps more blood. If 
the amount of blood being 
pumped by the heart remains 
the same but the arterial 
tree is decreased in size the 
pressure in the arteries goes 
up. 


The arteries can contract 


under the influence of vari- 
ous 
n e r v e 
reflexes 
and 


chemicals. This may occur 
suddenly, like a reflex, and 
cause a sudden rise in blood 
pressure. 
The 
heart 
can 


change the amount of blood 
it pumps almost instantane- 
ously. The sudden change in 
heart rate is an indication of 
this. 


Any emotion or stress may 


cause changes in the action 
of the heart to raise blood 
pressure. In some people the 
arteries seem to contract in 
a reflex manner more read- 
ily than in others. 


I have examined 
many 


young healthy men in the 
Air Force flying crews who 
had a reflex response to hav- 
ing their b l o o d pressure 
taken. The tension associated 
with the examination caused 
them to have a sudden sharp 
rise in their blood pressure. 
After several examinations 


over a.period of days, often 
their blood pressure would be 
normal. To them it was 
simply an annoying reflex re- 
action. This is why a single 
blood pressure determination 
that is elevated in the doc- 
tor's 
office 
is not worth 


much. Some individuals with 
this problem are placed on 
medicines, which does noth- 
ing for them. I have seen 
patients taking medicine to 
control their blood pressure, 
who had the same pressure 
after the medicines were dis- 
continued. 


Some forms of high blood 


pressure can be cured, speci- 
fically those caused by a 
localized obstruction to the 
blood flow to the kidney and 
rarely certain tumors of the 
adrenal gland over the kid- 
neys. 


Many 
people with mild 


elevation of the blood pres- 
sure can cure their problem 
by getting rid of excess body 
fat and improving their ex- 
ercise program.

Bradshaw 1$ 
Blaming Self 
for Defeat

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Terry 


Bradshaw, the golden - haired 
rookie who quickly captured the 
fancy of football fans, has wast- 
ed little time in adding to his 
leadership—he takes responsibil- 
ity for defeat. 


"I take complete blame for 


it," Bradshaw said Wednesday 
night as he sat at home, watch- 
ing game films and playing 
with his St. Bernard puppy. 


Bradshaw, the No. 1 draft 


pick from Louisiana Tech, took 
over as the starting quarter- 
back and led the Pittsburgh 
Steelers to four straight exhibi- 
tion victories. Then they lost 
their first two regular season 
games. 


"I was a little too nervous, 


and so worried," he said. "I 
hadn't realized that I was a 
rookie, that I had so much to 
learn. 


"In the Houston game, I didn't 


keep my confidence and cool. In 
the Denver game, I started 
pressuring." 


In the second half of Sunday's 


loss to Denver, coach Chuck 
Noll gave him a "good pep talk 
on the sidelines. I started set- 
ting up and throwing the foot- 
ball like I know I can. 


"I think the biggest difference 


is that I relize it's for real. It 
put a difference perspective on 
the whole game." 


Bradshaw, who has completed 


17 of 42 attempts with a pair 
of interceptions, doesn't go ov- 
erboard with his regained confi- 
dence: "I'm not going to say I 
have all of it, but a lot of it." 


Bradshaw, who will start 


against the Browns in Cleveland 
Saturday night, echoed Noll in 
saying "I think this team can 
really go." 


The coach, not given to flow- 


ery speech, said he is "real 
happy" with Bradshaw.

called "Jolly Cholly" in happier 
times, snocked every one from 
taxicab drivers to quarterbacks 
by quitting as football coach- 
athletic director in midstream 
1970. 


The Hurricane players got the 


word on Tate minutes before an 
Orange Bowl workout. When the 
head coach's whistle was blown, 
it was done by career Miami 
assistant coach "Walt Kichefski. 


The 54-year-old Kichefski, a 


fixture at the school since his 
freshman year of 1936, was ap- 
pointed by University President 
Henry King Stanford to serve on 
an interim basis in both of Tate's 
positions through Dec. 31. It was 
Stanford who received the resig- 
nation. He said, "It is a sur- 
prise and a shock." 


"I think people outside the 


university put on pressure," said 
244-pound Hurricane tackle Dick 
Trower. "He wouldn't just up 
and quit. There's got to be some- 
thing else." 


The pressure was evident as 


Tate entered the final season of 
a seven-year contract. His over- 
all record is .34-27-2 with two 
bowl teams, but a 4-6 campaign 
in 1969 ignited rumors that it 
was a put out or get out season 
for Charlie in 1970. 


Tate opened with a 3G-14 vic- 


tory over William and Mary, but 
was whipped by Georgia Tech 
31-21 last Saturday at Atlanta. 
Miami is now preparing to play 
winless Maryland Friday night 
in the Orange Bowl without him. 


When Stanford was first ad- 


vised of Tate's wishes on Tues- 
day, he asked the coach to 
"sleep on it." 


Tate slept on it. He quit 


Wednesday. 


The son of a former Jackson- 


ville railroad man has been in 
coaching for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. He was not available to 
talk about his future. 


"It's like having your father 


die suddenly," said quarterback 
David Teal. "I can't believe he 
quit on us. We never quit on 
him. I'm shocked." 


Tate expressed privately many 


times that the hungry Miami 
football fans baffled him. He 
complained about the lack of a 
true college atmosphere 
and 


was puzzled by his student body.

LONDON ( A P ) - "Israel is a 


country of two million people," 
the late President Nasser told 
me recently, "and we are a 
country of ,'iO million. 


"For Israel to be able to fly 


its airplanes over Cairo any 
time it wants is as humiliating 
to me as it would be to you if 
(lie Cubans were able to fly over 
Washington and your 
armed 


forces were powerless to stop 
them." 


Humiliation. This was 
the 


feeling which was particularly 
painful to Nasser, and up to the 
day of his death it was the one 
most on his rnind. 


Next to frustration, that is. 
In September 
1969, 
Israeli 


raiders struck deep into Egyp- 
tian territory and for an encore 
kidnaped a radar base. A group 
of senior Egyptian army 
offi- 


cers reacted by partly curbing 
Nasser's power, at least to the 
extent, of inducing him to cancel 
a number of dismissals, and to 
agree in the future to accept 
their "advice" on promotions, 
assignments and transfers. 


At the same time Nasser suf- 


fered a heart attack then de- 
scribed as a severe case of in- 
fluenza. 
His doctors 
advised 


him that his life 
expectancy 


would be short unless he agreed 
to cut down his working day 
from the usual 14 hours to a rea- 
sonable four or five. 


Since then Nasser had been -~* 


trying to operate in a sort of 
chairman of the board capacity. 
To one whose style was tactics 
rather than strategy, the experi- 
ence must have been terribly 
frustrating. 


One of his closest 'subordi- 


nates told me a month**ago, 
"The boss feels very uncom- 
fortable in delegating to us, and 
he's right." 


By the time of the peace initi- 


ative by U.S. Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, it appeared 
that Nasser had simply begun to 
let things slide. 


The world will never know 


how Nasser really felt about the 
Rogers initiative, or the possi- 
bility of peace with Israel. 


To begin with, back in 1953-54, 


he needed Israel. With no strong 
feelings about Israel itself, he 
needed Israel as a common ene- 
my against which to unite the 
Arabs. 


If he could comfortably play 


the Americans and the Russians 
off against one another as mere- 
ly the spokesman for Egypt, 
how much more effective he 
would be as a spokesman for 
the whole Arab world. 


I-ater, after two humiliating 


defeats, he developed a genuine 
feeling of hostility toward Is- 
rael. But then he saw the two 
most loudly anti-Israel 
coun- 


tries, Syria and Iraq, virtually 
make peace with Israel. They 
made it clear by their actions 
that they had no intention of 
fighting Israel and were more • 
interested in squabbling 
wfyh 


each other. 


Meanwhile, 
they 
accused 


Ivgypt, which had been doing all 
the fighting, of pacifist inclina- 
tions. 


Finally, Nasser saw various 


Palestinian 
organizations be- 


having so self-destructively that 
tie began to suspect that some 
of them were being backed by 
the Israelis. 


Some of Nasser's lieutenants 


seemed to be genuinely con- 
vinced that the Israelis were be- 
hind the recent airliner hijack- 
ings.

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Nursing Home 
Film Held Up 
by Rep. Pryor

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Housing George Romney 
has temporarily held up distri- 
bution of a HUD-produced film 
on nursing homes which was 
branded 
misleading 
by 
a 


congressional critic of the nurs- 
ing home industry. 


Rep. David Pryor, D-Ark., 


said Wednesday that Romney 
had promised him in a tele- 
phone conversation that the sec- 
retary's office would investigate 
the eight-minute film about the 
Federal 
Housing Administra- 


tion's nursing home program. 


HUD officials screened the 


film for Pryor at his request 
Tuesday and defended the pro- 
duction when he raised objec- 
tions. 


In a letter sent to Romney aft- 


er the screening, Pryor said in 
part: 


"The film made no mention of 


either the costs of the nursing 
homes shown, which are among 
the most expensive in the coun- 
try, or that many—if not most 
—accept only private patients. 


"The impression created by 


this film is (1) that these homes 
are representative of most nurs- 
ing homes in the country, (2) 
that inside one of these FHA 
homes, excellent medical care 
would be a certainty, and (3) 
that the nursing home industry 
is a field in which problems are 
fast fading into the past. This is 
an extremely misleading pic- 
ture of the nursing home indus- 
try today." 


Pryor has been seeking funds 


for a congressional investigation 
of the nursing home industry. 


The film shows nursing home 


facilities financed by FHA-in- 
sured mortgages and includes 
the favorable comments of pa- 
tients on the care they receive. 
It does not include details on 
mortgage insurance, which is 
the essence of the FHA pro- 
gram. 


"Why, when this program is 


concerned only with buildings, 
is the film text made up largely 
of elderly patients providing de- 
scriptions of the quality of care 
they 
receive 
inside 
these 


homes?-" Pryor .asked Romney. 


He raised many of the same 


points in discussion with other 
HUD officials at the screening. 
They responded they thought 
the film made clear it was talk- 
ing about only the 700 nursing 
homes built with HUD financial 
help and not the rest of the na- 
tion's 24,000 such institutions. 


Pryor said the average elder- 


ly person seeing the film would 
get the impression such care 
and facilities were typical of 
nursing homes. He noted that 
HUD controls only building 
standards of nursing homes it 
aids. State agencies and the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare supervise other 
facets of nursing home opera- 
tion. 


HUD 
spokesman Laurence 


Casson said the film, which cost 
$11,000 to produce, had not yet 
gone to general distribution. 


HUD officials said the Ameri- 


can Nursing Home Association, 
a group of profit-making opera- 
tors, praised the film and re- 
quested a copy of the film to 
show at its national convention. 


Wants State 
to Look to 
Tourism 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Dem- 


ocratic gubernatorial nominee 
Dale Bumpers told the Arkan- 
sas Travel Council Wednesday 
that the state should look to 
tourism rather than to attract- 
ing out-of-state industry as the 
primary means of increasing 
its per capita income. 


Bumpers said tourism "is 


probably the main direction the 
state should take economical- 
ly." 


He said the state should look 


to tourism because tourists "do 
not demand a lot from us in 
the way of, services.

Red China 
Celebrates, 
Blasts U.S.

TOKYO (AP) — Communist 


China celebrated its 21st year of 
existence today with a mass ral- 
ly in Peking and generally mut- 
ed attacks on the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 


Half a million soldiers and ci- 


vilians wound through the Gate 
of Heavenly Peace Square un- 
der the eyes of Mao Tse-tung, 
the 76-year-old Communist par- 
ty chairman, and his heir-desig- 
nate, Defense Minister Lin Piao, 
63. 


Lin, in the only speech of the 


occasion, boasted that "our na- 
tional defense has been greatly 
strengthened" and that "U.S. 
imperialism 
and (Soviet) so- 


cial-imperialism are most iso- 
lated and are having a very 
tough time." 


But the tone of his brief re- 


marks was restrained. There 
was no reference to a possible 
launch of a Chinese interconti- 
nental ballistic missile which 
some Western sources had pre- 
dicted would highlight the anni- 
versary celebration. 


Mao and Lin, described by 


Peking Radio as in good health 
and high spirits, mounted the 
rostrum in midmorning to the 
cheers of the thousands within 
the square. After Lin's speech, 
the parade lasted for two hours. 


Some 1,000 guests were on the 


red walls of the Forbidden City, 
the 
ancient 
palace 
grounds 


flanking 
the square. Among 


them was Prince Norodom Si- 
hanouk, the ousted Cambodian 
chief of state who has set up an 
exile government in Peking. 


In a message of congratula- 


tions, the prince said that with- 
out the help of the Vietnamese, 
Laotian and Chinese Commu- 
nists and neo-Communists, "our 
people would be waging a hope- 
less struggle against the Ameri- 
can colossus." He described 
China as "henceforth among the 
three biggest powers in the 
world." 


Sihanouk was the highest- 


ranking foreigner present; most 
countries were represented by 
low-ranking officials. 


The Soviet Union was repre- 


sented by its vice foreign minis- 
ter in charge of border negotia- 
tions, but the Russians sent a 


warmer than usual congratula- 
tory telegram. 


Lin Piao's speech, distributed 


by the New China News Agency, 
was largely a repetition of as- 
sertions made Wednesday by 
Premier Chou En-lai and the 
Chinese press.

The commission recommends 


that federal, state and local leg- 
islation prohibiting the sale, ex- 
hibition, or distribution of sex- 
ual materials 
to consenting 


adults should be repealed. 


Extensive empirical investi- 


gation, both by the commission 
and others, provides no evi- 
dence that exposure to or use of 
explicit sexual materials play a 
significant role in the causation 
of social or individual harms 
such as crime delinquency, sex- 
ual or nonsexual deviancy or se- 
vere emotional disturbances. 


On the positive side, explicit 


sexual materials are sought as 
a source of entertainment and 
information by substantial num- 
bers of American adults. 


The commission recommends 


the adoption by the states of

commercial distribution or dis- 
play for sale of certain sexual 
materials to young persons. 


The commission believes that 


only pictorial material should 
fall within prohibitions upon 
sale or commercial display to 
young persons...Many worth- 
while textual works, containing 
considerable value for young 
persons, treat sex in an explicit 
manner. 


The commission recommends 


enactment of state and local 
legislation 
prohibiting public 


displays of sexually explicit pic- 
torial materials...Verbal mate- 
rials are not included within the 
recommended prohibition. 


The fact that there are few if 


any "dirty" words which do not 
already appear fairly often in 
conversation 
among

Americans...indicates 
that 


such words are no longer capa- 
ble of causing the very high de- 
gree of offense to a large num- 
ber of persons which would jus- 
tify legislative interference. 


Brownouts 
Leave Public 
in Doubt

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


widespread power shortage on 
the eastern seaboard last week 
has left federal officials fretting 
over the reliability of the na- 
tion's electric power system. 


Massive 
generator 
failures 


combined 
with 
maintenance 


shutdowns brought the four-day 
"brownout" affecting 15 states. 


It also brought a new Federal 


Power Commission investiga- 
tion of utility firms' practices in 
scheduling 
and 
coordinating 


generator maintenance. And it 
prompted questions about the 
industry's quality control proce- 
dures. 


The generator failures "sug- 


gest that one of our big prob- 
lems is the quality control on 
equipment like that," said S. 
David Freeman, director of the 
energy policy staff of the White 
House' office of science 
and 


technology. Then Freeman add- 
ed: 


"In my mind, the story of last 


week is the story of the blackout 
that didn't happen. By and large 
it's a success story." 


Last week's brownout was the 


nation's eighth significant pow- 
er shortage of the summer. 
Northeastern states were hit 
hardest and most often, but 
shortages were felt at times 
during the summer as far west 
as Wisconsin. 


It could have been worse. "I 


think we were lucky we had a 
relatively mild summer," said 
an official of the 
Office of 


Emergency Planning. 


The OEP had warned in May 


of possible power shortages. 
Reserves of 15 to 20 per cent are 
considered adequate, but the 
agency found the Pennsylvania- 
New Jersey-Maryland complex 
had reserves of only 9 per cent, 
the Carolines and Virginia 6.5 
per cent and Commonwealth 
Edison in Chicago 5.5 per cent. 


The 12-company Pennsylva- 


nia-Jersey-Maryland 
(PJM) 


combine ran out of power in 
May when a hot spell hit while 
some generators were under- 
going periodic maintenance. 


And when the sun rose in a 


cloudless sky over the Eastern 
seaboard last Tuesday, giving 
birth to an unusual September 
heat wave, PJM again was 
caught without a sizeable share 
of its generating capacity. 


In 
addition 
to 
generators 


which had 
been 
undergoing 


maintenance since early in the 
month, explosion, fire, leaks, 
faulty valves and trouble with 
coal clinkers had knocked out 
seven others in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. 


Early in the day steam pres- 


sure collapsed on one generator, 
the turbines failed on another. A 
faulty pump feeding the boiler 
forced a third to operate at re- 
duced capacity. By 10:15 a.m., 
the temperature was rising to- 
ward the mid-90s, air condition- 
ers were humming all over the 
Eastern megapolis and utilities 
were reaching into Illinois and 
Ontario for power. It wasn't 
enough. Power was reduced by 
3 per cent. Six minutes later it 
was reduced by another 2 per 
cent. 


By 2:30 p.m. the heat wave 


was fierce. The big 820-mega- 
watt No. 2 generator at the Key- 
stone power station near Johns- 
town, Pa., broke down. 


At that point, PJM was en- 


countering its heaviest demands 
of the summer with nearly a 
third of its generating capacity 
gone. Its neighbors, meanwhile, 
had troubles, too. 


New York had been limping 


along all summer and could 
hardly provide much help. It 
sent some power to PJM but 
had to cut its voltage. In Virgin- 
ia and the Carolinas generators 
knocked out or idled for mainte- 
nance forced cutbacks there. 


The crisis lasted another day, 


then began easing as damaged 
generators were repaired and 
the heat slackened. But ques- 
tions remained: Why did it hap- 
pen? Why is the nation faced 
with persistent 
power short- 


ages? 


Officials at the Federal Power 


Commision pull out elaborate 
charts to show how utilities plan 
a year ahead, with monthly re- 
views, to perform preventive 
maintenance on generators. Re- 
serves are so small that all the 
work must be squeezed around 
the summer to get it done, said 
Cleve R. Jacobsen, chief of the 
FPC's section of interconnection 
and coordination. 


Freeman, of the White House 


office, in discussing quality con- 
trol, said both manufacturers 
and utilities are lax.
